Statement of purpose of bill as introduced:  This bill proposes to expand the 6 

list of qualifying crimes for expungement to include a violation of the 7 

possession, sale, or dispensation of LSD statute. 8 

An act relating to expanding the qualifying crimes for expungement 9 

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Vermont:  10 

Sec. 1.  13 V.S.A. § 7601(4) is amended to read: 11 

(4)  “Qualifying crime” means: 12 

(A)  a misdemeanor offense which is not a listed crime as defined in 13 

subdivision 5301(7) of this title, an offense involving sexual exploitation of 14 

children in violation of chapter 64 of this title, an offense involving violation 15 

of a protection order in violation of section 1030 of this title, a prohibited act 16 

as defined in section 2632 of this title, or a predicate offense; 17 

(B)  a violation of subsection 3701(a) of this title related to criminal 18 

mischief; 19 

(C)  a violation of section 2501 of this title related to grand larceny; or 20 
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(D)  a violation of section 1201 of this title related to burglary, 1 

excluding any burglary into an occupied dwelling, as defined in subdivision 2 

1201(b)(2) of this title; or 3 

(E)  a violation of 18 V.S.A. § 4232 related to possession, sale, or 4 

dispensation of LSD.  5

This act shall take effect on July 1, 2017. 7
